DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant has argued that the Araki 4 724 reference is not applicable as prior art therefore 
the rejection of record has been withdrawn and a new rejection follows. 

1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Araki et al 
(WO 01/74916 Al). 

Araki et al disclose a fluorine-containing polymer for use as a chemically amplified 
photoresist. The polymer includes a variety of polymers and monomers, and may take the 
structure: M1-M2-M3-N, wherein Ml is of structure similar to the instant monomer II (see pages 
189-194), M2 is an alicyclic monomer, M3 is of structure similar to that of the instant monomer I 
(see pages 202-208; see especially M3-3 on page 205), and N is selected from monomers such as 
ethylene, vinyl ether, allyl, and other monomers which are suitable to be combined with the 
novel fluorine-containing monomers (claim 16). The monomers described on pages 189-208 
comprise groups falling within the scope of the instant claims 2-14. The composition further 
comprises an acid generator (such as an onium salt as described on pages 97-1 10), and is a UV, 
specifically VUV resist (157 nm; see abstract). Also, a solvent, an organic base, and optionally a 
crosslinker should the resist be a negative resist. The resist is then employed in a conventional 
method of forming a resist pattern (see examples in columns 215-219). 
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Given the teachings of the references, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill 
in the art to prepare the material of Araki et al choosing to employ the M1-M2-M3-N polymer 
either alone, or in combination with an additional novel polymer taught by the reference, which 
comprises monomers meeting the structural limitations of the instant monomers I and II, with 
reasonable expectation of achieving a material having high etching resistance.
